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PROPOSED SEWERAGE SYSTEM 
‘Associated with the waterworks 
‘proposition in discussion has been the 


£ 


proposal to install a system of sewer- 
age for the town. Accordingly En- 
gineer Chipman included in his re- 
port an outlize of a sewerage system. 
It was considered desirable to install 
both systems at the same time as by 
this means the expense of a second ex- 
cavation would be avoided. 

The system outlined by Mr. Chipman 
is quite elaborate and includes 31-2 
miles of pipes strung along the prin- 
cipal streets. The suggested junction 
for the mains is at the coruer ot Jasper 
and Namayo avenues and the gutlet 
near Humberstove’s coal mine, The 
mains would traverse practicaily the 
same streets as the waterworks mains. 

The cost of instaiiation is placedat 
860,000. 

In his report Mr. Chipman suggests 
that a general sewerage tax be Jevied 
on the assessable property ia townand 
a epecial frontage tax on the property 
froutiug on streets traversed by sew- 
er pipes.. 

The proposition to install the sys- 
tem is incruded in the by-law proposing 
the instalaition of waterworks. 

Of the $60,000 required to provide 
the system it is proposed, to raise $30,- 
900 by spevial irontige tax on the 
land served by the sewers, and to float 
the remaining $30,000 on the credit of 
the municipality, the same to be re- 
payable, together with the water- 
works loan by means of a special gen- 


eral rate levied annuaily on all the 
assessable property in town. 
The life of the debentures for the 


proposed loan, as ulso the loan for 
installing the waterworks system, is 
fixed at iorty years and provision is 
made in the by-law, that the aggre- 
gate amount of $110,000 thus borrow- 
ed on the municipal credit may be ye- 
payed either in such manner that each 
anoual instalment of ptincipal and 
interest shall be equal or that the 
principal shali be payable at the 
terminatioa of forty years, an annual 
sinking fund heing sufficient 
to meet the same at maturity, the in- 
terest being payable yeariy.

If endorsed by the electors on the 
29th, inst., the by-law authorizing the 


loans for installing the two systems 


will come into efiect on June 28th 
next. A two-thirds majority ig ne-

THE DOOM OF THE LIQUOR ACT 

The wee small chance of escape 
which was left to the Manitoba Liquor 
Act by the Roblin Referendum has

A large per- 
centage of the Alliance members, how- 
ever, considering that prohibition were 
cheap at any price formed a Prohibi- 
t.oa league Lor the purpose of influenc- 
ing as mauy as possible of the Mani- 
toba prohibitionists to record them- 
selves in favor of the enforcement of 
the Act. 

The silence of contempt may be a 
very convenient and imposing attitude 
but as a means of winning prohibition 
{rom.a hostile government is about as 
poon a means as could be devised. The 
League on the other hand have made

Manitoba to record an unagimous op- 
inion even by an attitude of Silence, 

The unanimous opinion of the Mani- 
toba Prohibitionists night, even) by 
the doubtiul expedient oi silence, have 
shamed the Roblin administration into 
an enforcement of the law. The un- 
animous demand of the Prohibition 
Party, expressed through the ballot 
boxes would doubtless have frightened 
that administration into a periorm- 
ance of the programme on which it 
was elected. 


But there cannot and will not be an | 
expression of the opinion of the Prohi- 
bition Party by either means. F 

It not infrequently imanspires 
that in the muititude of counsellors 
is weakness and if the nearly realized 
dream of the Manitoba, Prohibition- 
ists be rudely shattered by the refer- 
endum vote its mourners wil! have the 
savisfaction of knowing that the Lig- 
uor Act was the victim of the conjoint 
efiorts of the policy of Roblin and of 
the policy-iacking action of its friends.

A London despatch of March i0th, 
says; The text of Lord Kitchener’s 
despatch announcing the capture of 
General Methuen is as follows; 

“Pretoria, March 8.—I greatly re- 
gret to have to send you bad news 
of Methuen. He was moving with 900 
mounted men, under Major Paris, 
and three huadred infantry, four 
guns and 2 pom-pom, from Wynburg 
to Lichtenburg, and was to meet 
Grenfell with 1,300 mounted men at 
Roviraines Fontein  to-duy. Yes- 
terday morning early he was attack- 
edj hy Delary’s force between Twey 
bosch and Palmietknill. The Boers 
charged on three sides. 

“Five hundred and fifty men have 
come im at Maribogs and Kraaipan. 
They were pursued by the Poers 
four miles from the scene of action. 
They report that Methuen , and 
Paris, with the guas, baggage, eic., 
were captured by the Boers. Meth- 
uen, when last seea, was a prison- 
er.

Cc. N. R. EXTENSION. 

The completion of the C. N. Railway 
to the Pacific Coast is not a matter 
of more importance to the Province of 
British Columbia than it is te the 
Northwest Territories. To the Pro- 
vince of British Columbia it will bring 
the development of a large mining 
area and the extension of the trade 
and importance of the Pacific ports. 
Tio the Territories it will provide, 2 sec- 
ond line of communication to the mar- 
kets of the East and West, while in- 
creasing those markets by opening up 
Nofrthern| British Columbia. In tha 
light of this fact the news that an 
agreement for the completion of the 
road, to the Pacific Coast has been 
concluded between the Canadian Nor- 
thern Co. and the Government of Brit- 
ish. Columbia will be welcome to Terri- 
torial! res dents, 

The full text of the contract has 
been presented to the British Columbia 
legislature. [he preamble cites the 
ultimate object of the promoters of the 
C. N. R. to be to reach the Pacific {sea- 
board and the proposition made by the 
Company that if aid is given them by 
the Government of British Columbia 
aperations will be begun at an early 
date for the constr:ction of a stand- 
ard guage line eastward from Bute 
Inlet to a point near the Yellowhead 
Pass, there to connect with the line 
now being pushed through the Saskat- 
chewan Valley from the eastward. 

{The Companty elgree to commence 
operations on this portion of the roid 
on or before, the first day of June, 1903, 
at a point on or near Bute Inlet and 
to diligently prosecute the same east- 
wardly to a point in the vicinity of 
Quesnel and thevce to the eastern 
boundary of the Province in the neigh- 
borhood of the Yellowhead Puss. The 
Company further sgree to complete 
this portion of the line within five 
years from the passing of the act of 
ratification by the British Columbia 
Legislajture, and in case of default 
to forfeit the sum of $50,900. 

The pecuniary aid to be given by 
the Government of British Columbia is; 

(2) For the first fifty miles of the 
railway commencing at Bute In- 
let, the sum of $4,800 per mile. 

(b) From the end of the first fifty 
miles of railway commencing from 
Bute Inlet to a point at or near 
Quesnel, approximately one hun- 
dred and fifty miles, the sum of 
$4,000 per mile. 

(c) From a point at or near Quesnel 
to the eastern boundary of the 
Province at or near the Yellow- 
head Pass, the sum of $4,500 per 
mile. 

The payments of such grant are to 
be made periodicaliy on the completion 
of each twenty mile section of the 
line. an 

In addition to the cash grant the 
Company is to receive a land grant 
of 20,000 acres per mile, the same to 
consist of a reservation of the land 
lying within 20 miles of the railway 
line from. a point 50 miles east of Bute 
Inlet to the eastern boundary of the 

Province. The government grants the 
Company a right of way of 200 feet 
and the land for terminal 
purposes, sidings, &c. 

The land granted to the Company is 
not liable to taxation until alienated 
by the Company by lease or sale. All 
the property the Company is ex- 
empt for a period of ten years from 
the completion of the line.

A SERIOUS REPORT. 


Press reports have been current 
during the past week of dissatisfac- 
tion amorg the Canadian troops in 
South Africa. Should these rep prip 
be founded in any considerhble de- 
(ree on fact they indicate a most 
serious condition of affairs. 

The cause of the trouble is reported 
to be a proposition to disband the Can- 
adian troops and scatter the men 
throughout the Imperial forces. 

Such a proposal would mean the an- 
mihijlation of the identity of the Cana- 
dian troops. It would be regarded ico, 
as a violation of an understanding, 
if not a promise, that this identity was 
to be preserved. It may be remember- 
ed that when the war office offered 
the acceptance of a [first contingent 
from Canada, the stipulation was made 
such contingent

troops and rot as a reserve force to 
fill the casualty gaps in the Imperial 
regiments. This agreement has been 


puderstood by Canadians as hold- 
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ing that such coniingents were enlist- 
ed. To depart from this course would 
mean the violation of an understood 
condition of enlistment.

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 

There is no necessity for anxiety 
over the reports of recent British re- 
verses in South Africa. 

While Boer forces continue to exist 
in several portions of the Transvaal 
it is reasonable to expect that an out- 
lying detachment or an isolated con- 
voy will occasipnally fall into their 
hands. Such spasmodic activities 
of a dying cause cut but small figure 
in comparison to the regularity with 


which Lord Kitchener corralls the 
weekly bag into the concentration 
camps,

AN UNIMPORTANT CAPTURE 


The aninouncement of the capture 
of Lord Methuen bz General Delarey 
is not an occasion for long continued 
weeping. The developments of the 
war have not revealed any 
high degree of generalship in the late 
Boer captive. 

It is rather « matter of congratu- 
lation when a decorated incapable 
seemingly beyond the reach, both of 
public opinion and of the law of fitness 
is removed by the mistaken agility of 
the Boers from a position in which 
he might do incalculable harm to the 
British cause and occasion the sacrifice 
ef large numbers of British soldiers.

Manitoba Freight Rates. 

Discussing Premier Roblin’s promis-~- 
ed decrease in freight rates a corres- 
pondent of the Winnipeg Tribune says; 

Winlnipeg merchants are bee 
ginning to think that the sound of 
trumpets that announced a general 
reduction in ireight rates on the 
“Canadian Northern was not testified 
by fact, for there has as yet been mo 


reduction on the tarifis that are 
generally in use, while on some 
classes of goods there have been 


material increases. 

It was announced some gveeks ago 
that freight had been reduced 71-2 
per cent; but the reduction only ap- 
plies to tariffs that are hardly used 
at all. 
points in the .province that are on 
the C. P. R., to other points or td 
Winhipeg, are curried for a slight- 
ly lower rise, but on goods that are 
shipped out of Winnipeg by the mer- 
chant, the same freight must be 
paid that was charged before the N. 
P. was shut out of the province. 

(Thef merchants are recalling the 
promise made by Mr. Roblin before 
the board of trade, that ail freight 
rates that were in force when the 
agreement was entered into with the 
Canjidian Northern would be reduc- 
ed, and naturally they are beginning 
to wonder when this promise will be 
fulfilled. 


There are others again who jay 
that there has been a disposition on 
the part of the Canadian Northern to 
increase rates since ever it acquired 
control of the ‘N. P. in Manitoba. A 
few weeks ago the freight on direct 
freights was increased ten cents a 
bundred. Before that this class. of 
freight was carried from Californicz 
onja through rate of $1 a kundred, 
each railway accepting a pro rata 
phare according to the mileage it 
hauled the freight. But the C. N. R. 
was not satisfied with this arrange- 
ment and demanded ten cents a hun- 
dred in addition to its pro rata 
share, Of the three thousand odd 
miles between here and California the 
Canadian. Northern only hauls’ the 
freight about 67 miles. 

When the Northern Pacific was in 
the province there was a throug 
rate from Britain in certain classes 
of goods. The C. N. R. refused to 
be a party to this arrangement and 
as a result the freight has gone up 
in these articles. Rice among other 
things was affected by the change. 

But the latest advance in rates that 
has been announced is an _ increase 
on the freight on bananas from Sit. 
Paul to Winnipeg from, 771-2 cents 
per hundred to $1.16, and on 20,000 
Ib. car lots from 431-2 cenis to 65c. 
That means an increase of $43 om 
every car and on broken lots the in- 
crease, amounts to about cents 
per bunch of bananas .

A London despatch intimates that 
the new army regulations proposed by 
Mr. Broderick, providing for increased 
pay and other reforms which have 
created so much comment appear to 
have been directly copied from the 
United States. i 

Major Arthur Lee, M. P., for the 
Fareham division of Hampshire, and 
formerly British military attache at 
Washington, suid to a representative 
of the Associated Press; “At last 
‘we have taken out a leaf from your 
excellent book, though I do not be- 
lieve we have gone quite so far in 
that direction as we might, or hope 
we may. Under Mr. Broderick’s pro- 
posed changes, a private in the Brit- 
ish infantry now receives almost as 
much as a private in the United 
Fitates,; army. ‘W t& “this change, 
which 1 frequently advocated while 
military attache at Washington, we 
hope to get a class of recruits sim- 
ilar to those secured in America. Un- 
der the old pay we were gradually 
loweriny the physical standard, yet 
still finding it hard to get men, while 
our desertion percentage was in- 
creasing at a rate which showed 
there was something radically wrong 
with the system. The American 
army was the only other voluntar- 
ily enlisted body in the world with 
which we could make serviceable 
comparisons. The continent}:l 
armies, Owing tv conscription and 
other causes, are perfectly worth- 
less examples. A year ago Mr. 
Broderick pooh-poohed the idea of 
copying the United States. Now he 
has changed his mind and has done 
what the majority of the members of 
the house, regardless of party, be- 
lieve to be the very best thing that 
could have happened to the army 
since Mr. Cardwell, in 1872 effected 
his sweeping reforms. For the first 
time ‘Tommy,’ with everything found 
and higher pay, will be in a better 
position than his agricultural bro- 
ther, and from that class we ought 
now to get the best instead of the 
worst. Yes, it 
cultural interests, or what -there is 
left of it, in England, but I do not 
believe that this damage will be as 
seriou3, as the evils which the change 
will correct. Not only is it interest- 
ing the influence of the 
American syctem in these Sweeping 
changes but they will have a tre- 
mendous pegative importance.

“The increase 
in pay means an additional annual 
coast of about £2,009,000 but I 
matrpiainf {that it will be dire tt 
saving of money, for the better class 
of men secured will mean fewer men 
in the hospitals and prisons as well 
as obviating other forms of wastage, 
and will quickly make up for the ad- 
ditional initial outlay. Some day, 
perhaps, we may be able to adopt 
the sensible plan of the United States 
of paying the enlisted men of all 
arms at the same rate. But tradi- 
tions here die hard.”

Boer Delegates Turned Under. 

Washington, D. C., March 5.—Messrs. 
‘Wolmarans and Wessels, the Boer re- 
presentatives, were received by Sec- 
retary of State Hay at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon. It was distinctly under- 
stood that the Boers were to be 
received as private citizens and Mr. 
Hay talked to them freely with this 
understanding. The principal object 
of the delegates was to induce the 
Pnited States govermment to dp 
something to terminate the present 
struggle in South Africa though they 


were not very specific as to what 
they wanted. The secretary of state 
heard them attentively but recom- 


mended that the Boers see Mr: Roose- 
velt and) ascertain his views. This 
they agreed to do, and later in the 
day, accompanied by Dr. Frederick 
Mueller, of the Orange Free State, 
called at the White House. They were 
received by President Rossevelt in 
the library, and remained with him 
about 15 minutes. They called as pri- 
vate citizens and not in their officiar 
capacity as Boer representatives. Mr. 
Rossevelt listened attentively to what 
they had to say, and then informed 
them that the United States govern- 
ment cannot and will not interfere in 


the struggle.

Father Lacombe in Montreal 


‘A! Monfreal despatch of Mbmday, 
Says; Father Lacombe, widely known 
@hrough his conkiection with obdlati 
missions to the Indians in the North- 
west, spoke yesterday at all masses in 
St. Jean Baptiste church, appealing 
for assistance for work. Father La- 
combe told the congregation that he 
had been a missionary for fifty-two 
years, and had lived in tents and on 
the prairies wilh his folk. He spoke of 
the excellent work done among these 
people and how great results had 
sprung from the beginnings. Now 
schools and churches were needed and 
it was to assist their propagation that 
he had come to Mpntreal. Descrip- 
tions of life on the plains were given 
and his story of the conversion of 
“Shveet Grass” was touching. The 
chief had been present when Father 
Lacombe received a copy of a Papal 
encyclical issued by Pius IX, referring 
to the dogma of the Immaculate Con- 
ception and the priest’s emotion on this 
occasion so stirred the chief, that 
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asked for instruction, avd became a 
worthy member of the church. Father 
Lacombe’s appéals were 


answered by the parishioners.

Cattle Embargo to Remain 

Corresponflence regarding the cat~- 
tle embargo in Great Britain was pre- 
sented to parliament on the 6th 
May last a minute of council was psss- 
ed by the Dominion government and 
forwarded to England, asking for the 
removal of the embargo. On June 21 
Mr. Chamberlain transmitted the re- 
ply of the Imperial board of agricul- 
ture, stating that it was uratle to 
propose to parliament a modificatiaa 
of repeal of the act of 1896, establish- 
ing the embargo. Mr. Charaberlain 
pointed out that Canada and the Unit- 
ed States were the oniy countries 
which could ship live cattle to Eng- 
land, and thac under these circum- 
stances Cunadian cattle were in an 
exceptionally advnntageaus ppsiti-orm 
as compared with other countries, the 
United States excepted. 

The board of agriculture in its reply 
said that the embargo was of general 
application, and that it would be im- 
possible to repeal or amend it. The 
letter goes on to say; 

“The board is glad to know that 
since the passing of the act of 1896 the 
trade in live animals between Canada 
and the United Kingdom has _ been 
practically maintained at its former 
level, and in view of the importance of 
stab‘lity in the condiiions under which 
trade of that character is carried on, 
the difficulty of reconciling the opin- 
ions of experts on cccasions when the 
appearance of disease is reported, and 
the absence of any noteworthy effect 
upon the volume of imports and upon 
the price of meat, it is not probable 
that parliament will support, nor 
could the board prapose, any modifica- 
tion or repeal of the act passed five 
years ago, after the fullest considera- 
tion.”
